- Dr. Atlas Returns 
From Russian Tour

Dr. Sheldon Atlas, Head of our Chemistry Dept., recently 
returned from Moscow, after having made an eventful lec- 
ture tour through Russia. He returned with certain observa- 
tions about the state of existence in Russia. The professor 
reinforced some of the more important ideas concerning this 
nation, believed by the vast majority of the people in the 


United States. 

With the maximum amount of 
protocol, the traditional amenities 
were cordially extended to Profes- 
sor Atlas. He was permitted to 
view first hand the situation in 
Moscow. The most startling claim 
made by him was that in Russia 
there is tangible evidence that a 
hierarchy does exist, and therefore, 
that the underlying philosophy of 
the Communist, who abhors class 
distinction, does not work in prae- 
tical application. This is illustrat- 
ed by the Russian scientists and 
artists who are paid, housed and 
treated in a manner far superior 
to the common worker. Housing is 
still of paramount concern in Rus- 
sia, and when a scientist or artist 
makes application for an apart- 
ment, he can expect to receive his 
new home in about three months. 
But a common worker, who is paid 
much less for his performed .task, 
must endure a period of about five 
years before he can procure a 
dwelling place. This would lead one 
to believe that it is far more ex- 
pedient in Russia to advance one- 
self educationally and socially and, 
of course, financialy, than in a de- 
mocratie society, as money and so- 
cial status seem to depend heavily 
on position. 

Dr. Atlas also believes commu- 
nication and understanding must 


be a two way effort in order to in- 
sure the maximum amount of edu- 
cation on both sides. One of the 
best methods of realizing this 
would be to view and serutinize the 
many daily happenings that occur 
in a nation. This is accomplished 
by reading a REPRESENTATIVE 
newspaper printed in that land. In 
a city such as New York, one can 
acquire newspapers which promul- 
gate Russian thought; however, in 
Russian culture the only American 
newspaper which can be procured 
is the DATLY WORKER, which ex- 
pounds the views held by very few. 

Another observation made is that 
there exists in the Soviet Union an 
air of refined indignation and fear 
for their so-called Asiatic counter- 
part, the Red Chinese. On discuss- 
ing the crisis in Viet Nam, the Rus- 
sians undoubtedly exploited the en- 
tive vegister of arguments which 
condemn U.S. policy in that coun- 
try, but when confronted with the 
possibility of a Red Chinese take- 
over, the conversation usually 
ceases. Perhaps the most encou- 
raging observation made by Dr. 
Atlas is that after viewing various 
forms of government and culture 
in the many nations he has visited, 
he is firmly convinced that the de- 
mocratic process is the best solu- 
tion for government, 
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In the last issue of The Communicator, we said we would 
back certain candidates. Since that time, we have carefully 
weighed the relative merits of all the candidates, and we 
have come to a decision. We realize it may not be popular, 
but we are concerned with the betterment of the college rath- 
er than in our relationship to certain pressure groups in the 
school. We hope you will carefully weigh our decision, but we 
caution vou against blindly accepting it. 

We, the editors of The Communicator endorse in the up- 
coming Student Council election the following people: 

For Recording Secretary we have chosen Susanne. Freid. 
of the Team Party. Miss Freid has served this term as the 
Recording Secretary in the Assembly, in the absence of- the 
elected officer. She has also served as a secretary for the 
JFK luman Relations Society. This, we feel, outweighs her 
opponent's advantage of being in the secretarial Curriculum. 

For Correspending: Secretary we endorse the Team Party 
candidate, Condon Brown. Mr. Brown has more than ade- 
quately served in the Student Council in various capacities ; 
many where he has had to correspond. We also like the idea 
of Mr. Brown on the Executive Committee. 

For Treasurer our choice is Ray Finkel, again of the Team 
Party. Mr. Finkel is Treasurer of SC now and has gained 
much experience in that post. He is conscious of the duties 
of the Treasurer and is well aware of the intricacies and com- 
plexities of the budget. 

The two remaining positions were the hardest decisions to 
make. In the Vice Presidency we were unable to choose be- 
tween Larry Pittinger of Team and David Iskowitz of New 
Reform, at this time. Both of these gentlemen show capabili- 
ties and either may perform adequately as Vice President. 
We intend to watch this campaign very closely and hope to 
comment on it in a subsequent issue. 

We now come to the most important post, that of Presi- 
dent. The Communicator supports for the presidency the can- 
didate of the New Reform Party, Al Greene. This is a diffi- 
cult but well considered decision. Admittedly, Miss Ornstein 
has more service on Student Council than Mr. Greene, but 
she has served primarily as a Secretary. We feel she is the 
best qualified secretarial candidate, but we don’t feel she 
will make a good President. Mr. Greene has enough basic 
knowledge of Student Government to serve well in this capac- 
ity. He has demonstrated to us a great deal of determination, 
incentive and originality. As an originator of the IFSC, he 
has shown skill in organizing and in making new ideas work. 
Perhaps above all. Mr. Greene has shown that his basic in- 
terest lies with the student at BCC, not his own personal 
gain. Ife is tired of seeing the same people running Council 
year after year and in many cases we agree with him. In 
short, we feel he has at least as much potential as any Coun- 
ci! candidate in the past. and the determination to put that 
ability to work. This is something one cannot gain by expe- 
rience.
